I believe that it would 
be more advantageous to 
fish farmers to have the 
Department of Agriculture, 
which has long experience

‘We are concerned at 
all times and shall contin- 
ue to be concerned until 
the Government of North 
Vietnam adheres to its re- 
sponsibilities as a signer 
of the provisions of the 
Geneva Convention in 1957, 

“It ls incredible to think 
that the first American pl- 
jot was shot down and cap- 
tured by North Vietnam in 
1964, According tothebest 
evidence avallable, this 
airman is stilla prisoner-- 
over six and a half years 
later, 

“Tt is estimated that 
more than 1,500 American 
servicemen are considered 
missing in Southeast Asia, 
About 460 are listed by the 
Department of Defense as 
captured, but we cannot be 
absolutely sure since con- 
trary to the Geneva Ac- 
cords, the North Vietna- 
mese and Viet Cong have 
not given us a list of those 
captured, 

‘The International Com- 
mittee of the Red Cross 
declared as early as 1965 
that the Geneva Conven-

“Nobody outside the 
Communist World would 
accept North Vietnam’s 
contention that captured 
American pilots are cri- 
minals, rather than pri- 
soners of war, 

*‘Certainly the Interna- 
tional Committee of the Red 
Cross does not accept the 
contention, Article 2 of 
the Geneva Convention says 
very clearly that it is ap- 
plicable to all cases of de~ 
clared war of any other 
armed conflict which may 
arise between two or more 
of the parties to the Con- 
vention, even if the state 
of war is not recognized 
by one of them, 

“Available reports tell 
us that American prison- 
ers of war are being treat- 
ed brutally, How many 
have been executed? How 
many have been starved to 
death? How many are cri- 
tically ill? 

‘We cannot answer 
these questions, because 
the Government of North 
Vietnam, so adored by 
some of the lunatic left- 
isty of this country, will 
not release information on 
its prisoners, We do not 
know who they have or how 
many they have, 

“Those who suffer most 
from this despicable ac- 
tion are the mothers, fa- 
thers, wives and children 
of these brave Americans, 
Those of us who have not 
experienced the agony of 
not knowing whether a loved 
one is alive or dead--an 
agony which has lasted six 
years in some cases--can 
only imagine the slow tor- 
ture the families of im- 
prisoned and missing ser~ 


vicemen are suffering. 


Surely, all of us in Con- 


gress, regardless of our 
views on the Vietnam war 
per se, are vitally con- 
cerned about Americans 
being held in captive in 
North Vietnam, and under 
the most deplorable cir- 
cumstances, 

“Resolutions calling on 
North Vietnam to cease its 
inhumane treatment of Am- 
ericans held captive have 
received virtual unanimous 
approval when offered in 
both Houses of Congress, 

“Tl am concerned, and | 
know that all of my coll- 
eagues in this Body are 
concerned, We _ reaffirm 
our commitment to apply 
every possible pressure on 
the enemy to abide by the 
tenets of the Geneva Con- 
cention, Thus far, they 
have violated practically 
every provision, 

“It is my judgement that 
if we had moved swiftly 
for a military victory in 
this bloody war, we would 
not be faced with the pri- 
soner of war situation, We 
would have long ago libera- 
ted our men, 

“In fact, there probably 
would have been very few 
to liberate to begin with, 
We would have smashed 
this little second-rate 
country in short order, and 
all of out men would be 
home right now. 

“However, this Admin- 
istration has followed the 
folly of the last one, and 
we are bogged down ina 
self-defeating war of gra- 
dualism to which our own 
President has _ publicly 
vowed not to seek a mili- 
tary solution, 

“Given this situation, it 
is therefore imperative 
that the President exert 


every possible efforttosee 


that our men held prison- 
ers in the camps of North 


Vietnam and the Viet Cong 
are identified, humanely 
treated and released, 

“We in Congress must 
continue to exert maxi- 
mum pressure to turn the 
international community of 
nations against the barb-e 
aric POW policies of the 
Republic of North Vietnam, 
so that hopefully the basic 
humanity embodied in the 
Geneva Accords will once 
again mean something to 
Hanol,”’

Treatment For 


Dogwood Borer 


With Easter being just 
around the corner, the flo- 
wering dogwood tree be- 
comes more evident in the 
landscaping arrangements 
of our residential areas, 
The dogwood tree {s noted 
for its colorful flowers that 
uncannily seem to always 
bloom during the Easter 
period, Due to the beauty 
of its flower, the dogwood 
tree is a highly valued 
member of landscape plan- 
tings, However, care 
should be taken while main- 
taining the area in which 
dogwood trees exist. If 
the dogwood trees in your 
yard are injured or scar-~ 
red, chances are good that 
the dogwood borer (Tham- 
nospecia scitala) has taken 
up housekeeping there, 

Larvae of the dogwood 
borer bore into the bark 
and feed on the underly- 
ing cambium layer, This 
cuts off moisture and nu- 
trients travelling from the 
root system to the crown, 
Five to twenty five larvae 
can be found in largetrees. 
The larvae can get soplen- 
tiful that they completely 
girdle the cambium layer 
and the tree dies, 

After the borers get into 
the bark, flickers also peck 
holes in the dogwood tree 
looking forthe larvae, This 
pecking leads to additional 
bark damage and more in- 
festation, 

The adult form of the 
dogwood borer, a small 
clear - winged moth, em- 
erges in April, May and 
June looking for injured 
trees on which to lay eggs. 

The most effective dog- 
wood borer control method 
is preventing injury to 
trees by lawn mowers, bi- 
cycles, rakes and other 
mechanical devices. The 
larvae can be removed 
from the borings mechani- 
cally and the wounds treat- 
ed with any good tree wound 
dressing. Fair results 
have been obtained with a 
fumigant such as carbon 
disulfide or calcium cyan- 
ide injected into the bor- 
ings and immediately seal- 
ed with putty.
